He is pre- 
pared to deny all of the charges 
against him and to say that a trap 
was laid which, owing to the fact that 
he was blind, he was unable to detect 
and avoid. 

Witnesses in behalf of the Senator 
asserted today that boasts of a ‘‘frame 
up’’ had been made in their presence 
and that some of those he had failed to 
recommend for office had declared that 
he was “drunk with power’ and that 
they would pull him from his high 
perch, 


Daniel G. Taylor, newly elected pres- 
ident of the Commonwealth Trust Co., 
Saturday began an investigation of the 
transactio#’ in which the trust com- 
pany in May, 1911, purchased $74,925 of 
bonds of the Alton, Jacksonville & 
Peoria Railroad and resold them. at 
$10,000 profit, which Circuit Judge Shir- 
ley of Jerseyville, Friday, held was 
usurious. 

Taylor, a former Circuit Judge and 
later a member of the law firm.of Tay- 
lor & McDonald, announced he would 
make public the facts of the deal, de- 
spite whatever policy of secrecy 
the Commonwealth Trust Co. or any 
other St. Louis bank had observed. 

Taylor called in the officers of th» 
bank'twho are familiar with the details 
of the transaction and litigation and 
questioned them closely. He said that 
while the question was a. delicate one, 
that inasmuch as the Court had held the 
transaction to be usurious, the facts 
should be brought to light. 

Reporter Hears Inguiry. 

The investigation, which was conduct- 
ed in the presence of a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, revealed these facts: 

The Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria Rail- 
road needed money to complete its pro- 
jected interurban electric line and get 
under operation. The officers of the 
railroad sought the aid of the Common- 
wealth Trust Co., which agreed to pur- 
chase $83,250 of face value A. J. & P. 
bonds at ® cents on the dollar. 

There was an understanding that the 
officers, of the road. waemid .find . pur- 
chasers. for the bonds. In accordanee 
With this understanding the bonds, less 
$10,000 worth of them, face value, were 
sold to Edgar M. Davis, president of 
the A. J. & P.; his brother, Arthur J. 
Davis, treasurer; his mother-in- -law, 
Mrs. Annie D. Cross, widow of A. W. 
Cross, one of the promoters, and a 
wealthy Jerseyville bank president 
whose estate was lost in the railroad 
deal, and others. 

The purchasers of the bonds tendered 
a note to the trust company and were 
required to put up additional collatera‘ 
equal to about twice the note. The pur- 
chase price was $74,925. 

The trust company foreclosed on the 
note in six months and the road later 
went into the hands of a_ receiver. 
When the receiver was appointed, fore- 
closure proceedings were begun against 
Mrs. Cross, who. had given a deed of 
trust on some property near Jersey- 
ville.

The Coroner ordered his widow, Mrs.

An- 
vther safeguard against any “block- 
ing’’ of the approach is the provision 
in the general ordinance passed by 
the city, making it a condition to the 
use of the bridge by a railroad that 
it shall permit.the use of its tracks 
by any other railroad. 

Objections to A. & M. Approach. 
‘Having stated the advantage of the 

adopted route, ft is but fair that we 
should advise you of the objections to 
the building of an approach upon the 
right of way offered by the Alton & 
Mississippi River Belt Railway & Trans- 
portation Co. and described in the 
amendments to Council bill No. 196 
adopted by the House. The objections 
to building an approach along that 
route, briefly, are these: 

1. The cost would be greater than

Scherer refused to disclose to the 
eommittee who his associates or 
“backers” were. 

A. & M. Course Criticised. 

“Another, and what seems to us an 
unangwerable objection, to entering 
into any contract with the A, & M. 
R. B. R. & T. Co. is the fact that the 
company and its promoter have in 
every way poasible endeavored to de- 
lay the early completion of the 
bridge. After the Assembly Commit- 
tee had rejected Mr. Scherer’s propo- 
dition to convey the right-of-way to 
the city for an eastern railroad ap- 
proach, he incorporated the A. & M. 
Belt Ry. Co. under the laws of Iili- 
nois, and on the next day after the 
company had been granted a charter, 
it instituted condemnation proceed- 
ings in the Circuit Court of St. Clair 
County, Illinois, wherein it sought to 
condemn the land extending east- 
wardly from the easternmost pier of 
the bridge, including not only the 
land which had been staked out by 
the city for its approach, and which 
had been described in an ordinance 
approved on March 28. 1910. but in- 
cluding also the land surrounding the 
pier on the north, east and south 
sides. 

“The suit was instituted about a 
week before the city filed its con- 
demnation proceedings in the Federal 
Court, and if the A. & M. Co. had suc- 
ceeded in its contention that, by rea- 
son of the prior filing of its con- 
denrnation sudit;.it had #eoured ‘prior 
ity of appropriation, it would not 
only have been impossible for the city 
to have secured the land, for what we 
have designated as the adopted ap- 
proach, but it would have been im- 
possible for the city to have -con- 
structed any approach withcut cross- 
ing over the land of the A. & M. Belt 
Ry. Co. The city was not made a de- 
fendant in the A. & M. Belt Ry. Co.'s 
proceeding, and no notice of the fil- 
ing of the suit was given to the city 
officials by the railroad company or 
Mr. Scherer. The city was compelled, 
for the protection of its interests, to 
institute a suit to enjoin the A. & M 
Belt Ry. Co, from prosecuting its 
condemnation proceedings, and to file 
before the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission of fTIilinois a protest 
against the granting to the company 
of permission to Gross over the rail- 
roads in the line of the land it was 
seeking to condemn. In the injune- 
tion suit, the A. & M. Belt Ry. Co 
questioned the power of the city of 
St. Louis to acquire and hold any 
land whatever in the State of Illinois.

NCE upon a time people spoke ‘of 
O “workmen's insurance.” . They 
meant by it the insurance of 
against accidents or other ‘un- 


There are those who have | 
studied the problem seriously who be- 
lieve that it is public policy for public 
employes to belong to unions and to af- 
filiate with the other labor organiza- 
tions. Among these 1s Prof. John R. 
Commons of Wisconsin University. 

Prof. Cammons is the best authority on 
trade union and labor problems in 
America. He has written many books 
which have proved real contributions to 
the problems of labor and trade union- 
ism. He understands the problems of 
the workers and writes about them with 
the knowledge of an ‘‘ivsider’” and with 
the detachment of a student. 

It is his opinion that public employes 
| should belong to trade unions regularly 
effiliated with other unions. In this way 
the public employes will not be able to 
use their own organization as Clubs over 
the heads of legislators to obiain special 
privileges for themselves. Their condi- 
tions will have to improve together with 
the conditions of all the other workers 
in their trades. In this way the sense 
of solidarity, of fellowship between the 
public entployes, and their fellow work- 
ers will not be broken. 

Just one of the many problems Prof. 
Commons deals with in this book on 
“Labor and Administration’’ is men- 
tioned here. Each chapter is a book in 
itself worthy of careful perusal. The 
chapter on the shoeworkers’ unions i | 
particularly interesting at this time to 
St. Louis readers because of the contro- 
versies between the two unions in this 
trade which has resulted in labor dis- 
turbances in some shve factories here.

HARRIET BEECHER STOWE. 

EGINNING early in the second 
RB decade and closing after the mid- 
dle of the last, the life of Har- 

riet Beecher Stowe covered the great- 
er part of the nineteenth century. It 
Was providentially her lot to be one of 
the dominant forces that shaped decis- 
ively the course of events in the sec- 
ond half of that century. : 

Like most significant lives, that of 
Mrs. Stowe may be viewed from sev- 
eral different points, each revealing 
some new aspect of character and ac- 
tivitiés. Members of her own family 
have given us interesting accounts of 
her more intimate life, while others 
have told of her literary activities. 

A volume has just appeared from the 
pen of Martha Foote Crow, a student 
in Wellesley College, when in the early 
eighties she saw Mrs. Stowe for the 
first time. This is called “A Biography 
for Girls,’’ describing Mrs. Stowe ‘as 
“seen in the home-making side of her 
lHfe rather than in the more public and 
national phases.’’

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A CITY-COUNTY TASK FOR 1914. 

In 1905 the Missouri Legislature enacted a law 
permitting the city and the county of St. Louis, 
or portions thereof, to unite in organizing a san- 
itary district and vote funds to provide storm 
and sanitary drainage for the. River des Peres’ 
watershed. 

In January, 1914, nine years later, the city 
initiated action to create the district. The Board 
of Public Improvements, the City Plan Commis- 
sion and Sewer Commissioner Moreno have ap- 
proved, the Council has passed and the House 
has in committee a bill declaring the city’s de- 
sire for the county’s co-operation in this task. 
The bill is expected to pass the House soon. 
County officials are believed to favor it. The 
approval of all progressive land owners within 
the proposed district, in city and county alike, 
is taken for granted, since the work is one that 
must be done, and the doing of it will enhance 


} the value of their property and safeguard their 


health. 

When the Mayor signs the bill he will bring 
the business before the County Court. On joint 
petition of county and city governments the Cir- 
cuit Court will appoint three commissioners, to 
define and map the district. Their work being 
approved by the Circuit Court, city and county] 
governments will submit to the voters in the 
region at the November election, the question 
for or against forming the district. A nfajority 
favoring it, district trustees will be appointed 
and the work undertaken. 

The watershed comprises about 67,000 acres 
—15,000 in the city, 52,000 in the county. County 
communities drained wholly or in part by the 
river and its tributaries are: Luxemburg, Sap- 
pington, Afton, Kirkwood; Woodlawn, Oakland, 
|Maplewood, Greenwood, Old Orchard, Webster 
Park, Webster Groves, Tuxedo, Dwyer, Madden- 
ville, Mentor, Clayton, University City, Brent- 
moor, Wellston, Olivette, Central, Elmwood Park 
and Stratman. ‘ 

It is estimated $< ,000,000, to be spent during 10 
to 19 years, will be needed to complete the sys- 
tem. 

The city has spent $1,000,000 building a sani- 

tary sewer in the river bed inside the city lIim- 
its. The six-mile lower section, extending from 
the Mississippi to Greenwood, cost $900,000. The 
upper section, beyond Forest Park, cost $100,- 
000. A four-mile gap between the two sections 
must be filled. Within that gap the river is an 
open sewer. This section will cost $350,000. An 
added $900,000 must be spent by the city in cut- 
ting out curves, revetting banks and otherwise 
making the river channel, within the city, an 
adequate outlet for storm water. This cannot 
wait on the slow process of voting sanitary dis- 
trict bonds. It is emergency work. Hence it is 
proposed to carry $1,250,000 for Des Peres. sewer 
improvements in the general bond issue now be- 
ing formulated for submission to city voters. The 
city’s urgent need for this relief is the county 
land owners’ gain, since there is no other pos- 
sible outlet for county folks’ storm and sanitary 
drainage except through Des Peres channel, this 
city section might as fairly be borne by the san- 
itary district as the outlying costs. However, a 
portion of the $3,000,000 proposed to be expended 
by the sanitary. district will be used in the city 
section of the river channel. 
The work as a whole is vitally essential and 
has been too long delayed. Now that it has be- 
gun, officials whose agtention it engages should 
keep it moving. 
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To live up to our present naval establishment, 
we are about to create six Vice-Admirals.

A COMMISSION ON KICKERS. 

The Freeholders have decided that a Bureau 
of Complaints shall be created under the charge 
of three nonsalaried commissioners attached to 
the Department of Public Welfare. 

This is one of the most interesting and prom- 
ising innovations to the credit of the charter 
makers. No interference need be feared with 
the Post-Dispatch Letter,Column, for years the 
recognized avenue to ameliorative publicity for 
the complaining St. Louisan with a grievance. 
Indeed, the Letter Column approves and wel- 
comes this extension of official activities by 
which its own unofficial facilities of demonstrat- 
ed capacity for giving results will be supple- 
mented.

On Monday next, Hannis Taylor, former Amer- 
ican Minister to Spain and an authority on con- 
stitutional history, will offer an interesting peti- 
tion to Congress., He will ask it to honor 
Pelatiah Webster as the father of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. Dr. Taylor suggests 
that a suitable memorial be voted Webster. 

The ground of Dr. Taylor’s claim is a pam- 
phlet published in 1783 at Philadelphia, then the 
seat of the Federal Government and the home of 
Pelatiah Webster, who was born in Connecticut. 
The pamphlet was entitled “A dissertation on the 
political union and Constitution of the 13 United 
States of North America, which is necessary to 
their preservation and happiness; humbly of- 
fered to the public by a citizen of Philadelphia.” 

The pamphlet wis written four years before 
the constitutional convention. In a subsequent 
republication of it, Webster appended a note 
calling attention to the service it had performed 
in suggesting the principles adopted in the Con- 
stitution. 

The pamphlet contained an outline of the gov- 
ernmental organization and the principles which 
wera embodied in the Constitution and which 
made it unique as a Federal Constitution and the 
greatest political invention of any age. Webster 
outlined for the first time in a Federal Consti- 
tution tue three great divisions of government— 
executive, legislative and judicial. tHe suggested 
the bi-cameral legislature, a novelty at that time 
in Federal parliaments. 

Dr. Taylor points out that Hamilton, Madison 
and Pinckney brought to the constitutional con- 
vention complete constitutional plans, all of 
which drew their fundamental ideas from the 
Webster plan. The Webster pamphlet must have 
been known to all three, because Webster was an 
authority on political and economic science and 
his epoch-making pamphlet was published at the 
continental capital. 

All the makers of the Constitution have been 
honored for their labors. Dr. Taylor asks that 
Pelatiah Webster, who laid the foundation of 
the work, shall receive his share. of the honor. 
His petition is. just. 
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Circles in which there will not be any extrava- 
gant expressions of poignant grief over the loss 
of Alphonse Bertillon, who has just died in Paris, 
might easily be specified. 
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HEIGHT OF SKYSORAPEBS. 

Assessor Lawson Purdy points out that if all 
of downtown New York were covered with build- 
ings as high as some now there, the streets would 
not afford open places adequate for the people. 
The regulation of the height of skyscrapers be- 
comes, accordingly, a necessity, but he urges in- 
telligent regulation frqgmed with regard to actual 
conditions. “The dead hand holds fast and in 
some cases holds back the march of progress,’’ 
he explains. 

These are some of his further statements: Of 

New York’s buildings, 90 per cent are six stories 
or less in height; but 51 buildings exceed 20 sto- 
ries; too lofty structures erected in the absence 
of proper regulation have caused great destruc- 
tion of property through depreciation in land 
values; skyscrapers on moderately priced land do 
not pay; many on high-priced land are unprofit- 
able. His conclusion is that the city should be 
divided into districts with a different limit on 
height in each, to be determined by conditions in 
each. 
This seems sound, It is true that a limit which 
might be fair for one New York district might 
be unfair for another. But it is also true that a 
roaximum that might be fair for New York as a 
whole might not be fair for other cities of the 
country.

Here he sang to'usa 
Violin song so indescribably sweet. so 
pure in wistful mé@lody, so perfect in 
emotional aspect, that it became actually, 
poignant in its appeal to the heart. One 
must needs rémember it always—and al- 
ways with something of pensive pain in 
the remembering. 

The matinee audience was profoundly 
stirred. Only a little while earlier it 
had heard Ysaye in a superb interpre- 
tation of the quaint old Mozart Con- 
certo in G major, his opening number. 
And, after long-continued applause, at 
the last, it heard him in his encore re- 
sponse, the antique Rondo of Johann 
Heinrich Goeroldt’s composing. But it 
is in the songstrain of the Bruch con- 
certo that all of us now will remem- 
ber Ysaye. The Odeon never echoed so 
perfect a lyric voicing of gentle musi- 
cal thought until Yeaye’s fiddle sang 
this song in farewell. 

There is no challenging of this man’s 
supremacy. At certain moments in the 
past [ have felt that Fritz Kreisler. 


wresting Ysaye’s laurels from him. But 
this is not true, Kreisler becomes the 
premier violinist of the world only 
when Ysaye shall have vanished. 

The Symphony Orchestra gave the 
great soloist a noble support and itself 
won worthy and well-deserved distine- 
tion in a program of uncommon musi- 
cal value and excellent balance.
